Whatewer may be thought of the| 
American somersaulting motor car asl 
&@ public performance, it is certainly 
triumph of scientific mechanics. T 
car, moving down a steeply incl: 
track, attains a velocity of twenty; 
| eight wiles an hour, Leaving the track 
at the base of the incline, it is shot into 
the air and turns a, complete somer- 
suult before reaching a platform some 
feet off. The arrangements by which 
| this remarkable feat is achieved are 
{ Motable for their simplicity, The 
' mecessary gyrating impulse is given tu 
| the car as it reaches the base of the 
' fjacline by the arrangement of the 
guiding rails in relation to tbe track | 
| Itaelf. On the incline, which starts at | 
|.@ height of fifty, feet from the ground, | 
are a pair of broad tracks for the; 
|. ‘wheels of the car, and between these a 
pair of guide rails. The car is kept to 
‘these rails by four ball bearing rollers, | 
‘two ig front and two behind. The 
|'former press the sides of the rails, 
| while the latter run in grooves on the 
tops of the same. This arrangement, 
‘combined with the sharp upward ture 
‘of the rails at the Lase of the incline, 
| gives the car the necessary twisting 
impulse just as it leaps inte the air, 
for the front wheels of the car ron are | 
on the track, while the bind ones are 
‘tilted up by the back rollers, which 
rua on the top of the rails, As the!

The Georgian Bay Canal Comm} | 
sion has cornpleted the preliminary | 
servey of the 21-foot waterway from | 
Georgian bay to Montreal via the | 
French river, Lake Nipissing and | 


the Ottawa river, ata cost of some 
3600,000, The detailed report of the 
commission, giving the estimated 
total cost of the canal, the location 
and chagacter of the structural work, 
the available water power and all 
other facta, is in the course of pre- 
paration and will be presented to 
parliament early next session, 

The engineers of the commission 
have not compiled exactly the 
estimated total cost of the construc- 
tion work but from reliable sources 
it in learned that the cost of con- 


struction will not be leas than $100, 
000,000, From an engineering point 
of view the project is entirely feas- 
ible for there are no great engineer- 
ing difficulties to overcome. The 
question parliament will have to con- 
sider is whether the benefits that will 
acctre to the Dominion through the 
construction of a waterway that will 
make Fort William an ocean port, 
practically,. and the shortening ofthe 
present route by water from Fort Wil- 
liam to Montreal by over 400 miles 
will justify the expenditure of so 
large a sum, 

The report will state that it will be 
possibleat a moderate expenditure to 
reduce the tlood level of the Ottawa 
and inereascd the low water level by a 
series of the dams and the control of 
the tributary waters, This would re- 
sult in increasing the value of the 
water powers now available and 
would prove of benetit to that por 
tion of the Dominion, It is estimat- 
ed that with the completion of the 
canal there will be over 500,000 
horse power available, or almost as 
much us that at Niagra Falls, 

[tis almost a certainty that the 
parliament will sanction the build- 
ing of this waterway, even though 
the estimated cost be so great,
